|. ‘The Board of Commorce, which during the 
past six months hos displayed aanite an astonish- 
wumount of energy, especially on all points 
-whereforeignond—Chinese interests toverlsp, 
has recently memorialized tho Throne at some 
Jength.on the question of inland water-ways' in 
terms which are worthy of sotto attention. 
Wang ‘Ch'ing-mu, a secretaty of the Board, 
recently sent in a report pointing out the great’ 
political'atd commercial importance to: China 
of both water and railroad communications, and 
how highly facilities of transportation rank 
in Western countries, . China is still, he 
shows, at a very’ great disadvantage . in 
regard.to-railways in consnquonce of want of 


~} funds. But inland navigation is of atill groater 
‘importance os it offers-tho natural means of 


communication, and roaches districts whero 
railways: cannot always penetrate, Not nearly 
8o much capital, moreover, is neoded; merely o 
few tons of. thousands, while for railways ‘it 
means milkons of tarls. Chinese mercbants. 


should thorefore receive erory encouragomentin 


ning up these inland waters . He urves that 
the Throne be petitioned to instruct all Vice- 
roys and Governors to exercise the utmost 
protection over af] waterways and encourage 
native merchants in the formation, of steam 
navigation companies wher-ver ‘oppartunity 
offers: for profitable investment. In cases 
whore navigation may have becoms unprofitable 
or impossible in consequence of therivor silting 
up. theofficials should co-operate with the gentry 
to render the rivers nivigable- for the trans 
portation of. native cargo. The s*cretary 
farther urgos the Board to require from. each 
province a full description ef its resources in 
regurd to waterways. : : 

In connection with this report the Board 
momorializes: that Chinu is rich enough in all 
mamier of products, but her internal communi- 
cation is altogether inmlequate. “ On the coast 
where navigation is available trale‘is flourish- 
ing. Lately several stenm Jounch’ compauies 
have beon established for inland navigation | 
from the treaty ports of Kiaugsu, Chékiang 
and Fookien provinces, and they have proved 
invaluoble'both for passouger 4nd cargo trans- 
portation, But unfortunately’ they are invari- 
ably started by foreigners, or foreign-rs have a 
share in,them, ‘and the Chinese profit in such 
concerns is very smell.
